"We were awakened by this awful 
crash and as we got out of bed 
all w'e could see was a big fire.

Although Gen. Dwight D Eisen­ 
hower was established as a favorite 
in today's priir.nn Arthur V a n c e ­ 
burg, Jr , deputy director of the gen­ 
eral's national campaign, sounded 
a cautious note in the contest heic 
with Senator Robert A Taft of Ohio. 
“Anything can happen.’* Vanden­ 
berg told this reporter 
“I think 
General Eisenhower is going to win, 
but I don't know if he will win by 
50 000 or 200.000, And it would not 
surprise me to see Taft get three 
delegates or nine delegates.” 
Vandenberg spoke primarily of the 
Republican ballot's "beauty contest.*’ 
the preferential poll which Gov. 
Alfred E Driscoll has said should 
influence the state's 38 GOP con­ 
vention delegates in voting at Chi­ 
cago in July on the presidential 
nomination. 
-Ik e ’ May Get 38 
Tliis contest also ha.* former Gov. 
Harold E Stassen of Minnesota as 
an added starter. But Stassen has 
been so badly shellacked elsewhere 
by both Taft and Eisenhower that 
he is not counted a serious con­ 
tender. 
The Republicans elect 13 delegates 
f t large and 28 in districts. Taft 
supporters are contesting for seven 
district posts and two at large, in 
addition to any "independent" can­ 
didates who might back him if they 
were elected 
Thius lf Eisenhower proves to be 
as much of a front runner as a 
state newspaper survey forecast, at 
best he m ight get 38 delegates and 
at worst 29—unless Stassen or the 
independents pull a surprise. Even 
the 38 would leave Eisenhower be­

ADD EGGPLANT TC) 
THE GARDEN 
The domesticated eggplant is a 
native of subtropical latitudes, prob­ 
ably in southern India where it 
grows wild. It is believed to have 
been introduced into Europe by early 
Asiatic invaders. It belongs to a 
large family of plants, including 
potato, tomato, toba co, pepper, Jim - 
son weed, belladonna, horsenettle, 
petunia. Jerusalem cherry, bitter­ 
sweet and many other well known 
weeds and ornamentals. It is an 
excellent vegetable to include in 
the home carder. 
Bemuse eggplants dema id a long 
growing season and warm weather 
throughout that see on, seed must 
b~ i m n indoors or in a greenhouse 
or hotbed in late March and the 
seedling - kept thriv n j In individual 
pot;, or puns until all danger i f 
frost is past in May. But in handling 
plants by this method it Is necessary 
th at 
woody, 
spindly 
growth 
be 
avoided and the plants promoted to 
vigorous, bushy formation. It is ad­ 
visable to allow approximately 140 
days from the date of sowing seed 
to the edible m aturity of the first 
developed '‘fruits.’* In other words, 
seed sown the last week in March 
brings eggplants to harvest size in 
late August. 
This long growing season may, of 
course, be further prolonged by dry 
weather 
in 
midsummer 
Having 
plenty of m oisture-holding organic 
m atter in the soil and irrigating 
when the soil becomes dry will stim ­ 
ulate growth and improve eggplant 
quality.

April 15 i i - An Ap­ 
pellate court decision has lifted a 
ban on the proposed merger of the 
Congregational Christian churches 
and the Evangelical and Reformed 
church. 
Proposed merger of the two Prot­ 
estant denominations, with a total 
total membership of alm ost two 
million, was restrained two years 
ago by state Supreme Court Justice
